The application has been amended as follows: In claim 9, line 6, after "body" 
insert - - extending along a first axis- - and after -extending" - -along a second axis- -; 
in line 7, delete "main body" and insert - -first axis, each plug being rotated along the 
first axis,- - ; in line 8, after "with" insert - - a space through which- - , and after "array" 
insert - -is to be removed- -; in line 9 after "board" insert - -and removing the second 
plug through said space- -. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 9-26 are allowed. 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: regarding claim 9, 
patentability resides, at least in part, in the method for dismounting comprising rotating 
plugs that are in a two-dimensional array and after rotating the plugs. Each plug's wire 
exit does not interfere with a second plug and unplugging second plugs without affecting 
the other plugs, in combination with the other limitations of the base claim. The reasons 
for allowance of claims 13 and 21 were discussed in a previous Office Action.
